EXTIRPATE THE TERRORIST MINORITY.

INN LOCAL ACCOUNTS WAS THE SPECTER RAISED BY HUMAN RIGHTS 
ORGANIZATIONS IN BRAZIL AND TEE REST OF THE SOUTHERN CONE 
INSINUATING THAT INTELLIGENCE SERVICES WERE IN THE BABY 
BUSINESS — TRANSPORTING INFANTS OF APPREHENDED VICTIMS 
ACROSS NATIONAL BORDERS. ACCORDING TO CHILEAN ACCOUNTS, 

HOV'IFVER , IT APPEARS EQUALLY PLAUSIBLE THAT THE CHILDREN WERE
